Boys and Lawns 
Don't Mix Well

I don't happen to have a pap­ 
er at hand, so do not know if 
you have a "correspondence 
column," hut I do read your 
paper which is thrown on my 
son's lawn. •

I'm writing because Spring is 
liere, and baseball and football, 
are fine outlets for boyish en­ 
ergies   in their place. Rut I 
don't think the place for boys 
fast approaching manhood is 
practically on, and sometimes 
on, one's lawn and parkway   
especially those which are not 
owned by their owji parents.

Believe me, they make sure 
that it is not on their own par­ 
ents' property. No doubt they 
have been warned by their par­ 
ents not to play ball because 
they don't want their lawns and 
parkways worn down by run­ 
ning feet   but they fail to in­ 
still in their children's minds 
that they also should not tres­ 
pass on their neighbor's proper­ 
ty.

Yesterday, as I did several
imes last summer and a few
imes during I hr winter, I told
hese young men to koep off

the 1ftwn dnd parkway. Thr
hrpp young men, rather two,

one was a boy WHO STOOD
ON RASP: RY A SMALL TREK
IN THE PARKWAY, with
whom I spokp yesterday stood
n the center of the street, and

off the parkway of the next
house.

The pitcher will someday do 
credit to A college team, if he 
gets to college, but the batter 
was no match for him. . He 
was shelter, and hit the ball 
one time in ten. and never at 
the proper angle for it invaria­ 
bly came in my son's yard, and 
hojlered "get off the street"   

None of these boys lived on 
his side. There is a school 

where boys their age should 
have the privilege of using the 
playgrounds at all times. May­ 
be they do. but thp boys just 
don't want to walk a few blocks 
.o it. Their parents should in­ 
form them to do so.

But. perhaps it is like one
nan with whom i would not
argue last summer, when I lold
he boys to keep off the lawn,
hey went in the street, and he

liollered "get off the street"  
nstead of saying "come over

on your own side where you be-
ong." Corner places are an

attraction, there are two streets
and a lawn for short cuts.

These were not little children, 
they were at least 12 to 15 years 
old. If their parents don't want 
them in the middle of the street 
or their lawns, then they should 
send them elsewhere - the 
school grounds, even if someone 
had to go along to supervise. 
The boys, needless to say, be­ 
sides not doing ns asked are as 
a rule impudent when told to 
keep off the parkways, which 
get worn threadbare, or rather 
grass bare.

I spend most Qf my time In 
my room which faces the 
street, and now I've got to 
crack down on their using my 
son's parkway and lawn even 
if I seem to b« a mean old 
woman. I hope this letter is

published. Perhaps I can get 
some assistance from their 
parents before the season gets 
in full swing.

Top 400 Mark

Lomita incorporation signa­ 
tures topped the 400 mark a 
week ago Wednesday as the in­ 
corporation proponents stepped 
up their mail petition campaign.

Linden H. Chandler, chairman 
of the United Lomita Group, re­ 
ported that some 4400 property 
owners had received incorpora­ 
tion petitions by mail. Needed 
to qualify for incorporation elec­ 
tion are 25 per cent of the prop­ 
erty owners, representing at 
least 25 per cent of the assessed 
valuation.

Chandler said the Incorpora­ 
tion proponents were aiming at 
between 1200 to 1400 signatures 
lo present to the County Board 
of Supervisors by the May 1 
deadline. The campaign is 
"getting tremendous response" 
according to Chandler.

"Tlie people of Lomita are 
aware that Incorporation is 
their only hope of keeping Lo­ 
mita intact," Chandler said. He 
said the group expects an elec­ 
tion to be held possibly in Aug­ 
ust or September.
